COMPENSATION INCREASE 
STARTS THIS MONTH. 

On or about October 31 some 
two millon disabled veterana 
will start receiving checks for 
increased compensation am- 
ounting to $98 million yearly, 


John 8S. Gleason, Jr, Adminis- 


trator of Veterans Affairs, says. 

Under terms of the new law 
signed by the President Sep- 
tember 7, provision is made in 
the October payment for a spec- 
inl increase which amounts to 
a three months retroactive sum, 
Thia applics to the October 
cheeks only, 

VA Chief Gleason stressed 
there is no need for veterans 
to contact the Veterans Admin- 
istration, The compensation 
checks received by veterans 
with aervice connected disabili- 
ties about October 31 will con- 
tain the first of the increases. 
_ Designed to reflect changes 
in the cost of living since 1957, 
when the last compensation 
increase for veterans disabled 
in service went into effect, the 
average piytient vill ie 0.4 
een more than the current 
rite, 

Compensation tor peacetime 
service connected disnhilities 
is paid at approximately 80 per. 
cent of that for wartime ser- 
vice connected disabilities, 

The Increases are on a slid- 
ing scale ao that the more aeri- 
oualy injured veterang are to 
receive the higher benefits. The 
increase for a veteran who is 
16 percent disabled zoos from 
$19 te $20.4 month and the pay- 
tment to a 100 percent disabled 
veteran is upped from $225 a 
month to $250, 0
